Evidence accumulates of the tremendous impetus which the 1925 crop of 
Western Canada is giving to business throughout the length and breadth of the 
Dominion, while paving the. way for still greater increases and expansion. 
Almost every day the daily newspapers tell of some new record established. 
Both the C.P.R. and Canadlan National are loading larger numbers of cars 
daily with grain than ever before in their history, with the result that the 
stream of wheat pouring into the terminal elevators is surpassing anything 
hitherto experienced in this country. 

The Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator Co., the largest initial wheat 
handling company in the Dominion, if not in the world, recently took in 1,200,- 
000 bushels in one day, where as in no previous year did it quite reach the 
one million bushel mark. 

Another most gratifying feature of this year’s crop is that the actual 
yield per acré is not only coming up to the earlier estimates, but, taken on 
the whole, those estimates are being exceeded. In the matter of grade, too, 
the out-turn is highly gratifying, this year’s crop grading higher than in any 
previous year. Not only is a very high percentage of contract grades, but 
at least half of the contract grades in Saskatchewan is reported as No. 1 Nor- 
thern. 

The large increase in wheat production in Canada this year, the satisfac- 
tory yield per acre, the good grade, and the substantial price is becoming well 
known throughout the United States, where the crop this year has fallen 
away below the average. As a result a movement of United States farmers 
to Western Canada has already begun. 

The 1925 crop has also provided a final and conclusive reason for such an 
old established concern as the Hudson’s Bay Company to take active steps to 
carry into effect its pre-war policy of extending operations throughout the 
West. The H. B. Company has, therefore, commenced building operations 
on a new $5,000,000 store in Winnipeg, is enlarging its store in Vancouver, 
has purchased additional property’ to provide extensions at Calgary, Edmon- 
ton and Saskatoon, and has just concluded the purchase of an extensive site 
for a store in Regina. 

These are some of the outward and tangible evidences of the 
confidence in Western Canada which is now felt by everybody. That re- 
stored confidence is, in fact, the most valuable asset of all. It means more 
to our people and to this country and its future than all the millions of dol- 
lars of new wealth which the crop itself represents. 

While the West was passing through the past few trying and dificult 


renewed 


“years, there was an all too general tendency towards pessimism and in the 


direciion of decrying the country itself. When times are rather hard, and 
people are looking at the blue side of things, they are apt to forget that all 
countries have periods of depression, and that every year cannot be a “good” 
year. This year’s crop, however, has demonstrated that Western Canada, 
asa country, is all right, and as a result the people are taking heart. There 
will be no boom, but there will unquestionably be a newer and firm confidence, 

And confidence 1s, let it be repeated, a real and vitally important national 
asset. Lack of confidence on the part of the people of Canada individually 
has, in the past, been an outstanding national weakness. In the planning 
and execution of great national undertakings Canadians have displayed con- 
fidence, but all too frequently in their individual capacity and enterprises they 
haye been timid and fearful to venture. Such lack of confidence has been 
more in evidence in the Fast than’ in the West, although this section of the 
Dominion has not lacked croakers and prophéts of blue ruin. 

This year the West is not only proving to its own people what it can do, 
but it is demonstrating to all Canada and the world at large’ that under normal 
conditions it can provide the means to keep all the wheels of industry turning,

Canadian Briefs 


U.S. Landseekers’ Party Have 
Successful Trip 


“t Canadu to-day is the land of}} 


opportunity for all iorward-looking 
people, and so far as we can see the 
Canadian people are meeting their 
problems wisely and squarely, and 
this, together with your fertile soil 
and splendid wheat growing climate, 
makes Canada the ‘ best bet in farm- 
ing’ now and in yeare to come.” 
This «pinion» was expressed the 
other day by a group of thirty 
American farmers on their return 
from a journey to Snipe Lake and}! 
Eston districts of Saskatchewan for 
landseeking purposes. During their 
visit to Canada, the members of the 
party, who were brought to the west 
by the Agricu!tural and Colonization 
Department of the Canadian Natio- 
nal Railways, purchased thirty-three 
farms in the Eston, Snipe Lake and 
Tuner districts of Saskatchewan. 
This represented a ninety per cent 
sale of farm homes to the group and 
means the movement of at least 100 
persons from the states of Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and North 
Dakota during the coming year. 

‘Tt ia the most successful trp of 
its kind that I have seen since pre- 
war days,” declared A. M. Johnson 
western manager of the Agricultura] 
and Colonization Department. Capt.
